Rocking the Vote 


ASG elections could be thrown out

The election committee of RSC 
has declared the Associated Student 
Government voting procedures of 
both campuses to be void and new 
elections may not take place until 
fall. 

Several letters were turned into 
the student government complaining 
of numerous violations of election 
codes. The letters. one written by a 
current candidate. another by a mem- 
ber of the election committee itself. 
spoke of the general sloppiness of 
the manner in which the elections 
were held. 

A meeting of the election commit- 
tee took place on the evening of 
Thursday. May 4 after the re-elec- 
tion held on the Orange Campus to 
discuss the letters as well as other 
questions from other students con- 


cerned with the way the voting went 
down. 

It was at that time that the committee 
decided to hold the votes uncounted. 
and send the matter to the Supreme 
Court for a final decision. The Su- 
preme Court can do one of two things: 
uphold the decision of the election com- 
mittee. in which case the vote would be 
re-held and the old votes would be 
thrown out, or they could strike down 
the recommendation, and the current 
votes would then be tabulated and the 
winners determined. 

“The current ballots have not even 
been opened,” said Christine Villegas. 
co-chair of the election committee and 
executive cabinet secretary. 

“IT personally called all of the candi- 
dates.” Villegas said. “I also wanted 
to see how they felt about the way the 
elections were held.” 

Today the election committee will 
have another meeting and the schedul- 


ing for the decision of the Supreme 
Court will be made. The Supreme 
Court will not meet until finals week 
at the earliest, and it's possible that 
they will not meet until summer ses- 
sion. This could mean the delay of 
the new ASG elections until the be- 
ginning of fall semester. 

And none of the candidates for any 
office will know their status until the 
Supreme Court hands down their de- 
cision. 

Some of the charges leveled were 
due to the fact that the student 
government elections have always 
been practiced in one certain fash- 
ion, and whether this way is the best 
way or nots not discussed so much 
as it is accepted. Other consider- 
ations were given to the fact that one 
of the candidates for office was 
personally involved with the current 
ASG President, and the other candi-

WASHINGTON A new bill in Con- 


gress could put an end to direct 
student loans. Rep. Ernest J. Istook 
(R-Okla.) has introduced the Student 
Loan Privatization Act, which would 
halt the Federal Direct Student Loan 
Program initiated by President 
Clinton after this year. 

"The direct loan program is a prime 
example of the kind of needless, 
destructive big-government interven- 
tion in the private sector that voters 
rejected last November," Istook said. 

"My bill would put an end to this 
nonsense by phasing out direct lend- 
ing now before we waste more money

veto any legislation revoking the 
direct loan program, maintaining that 
the direct loans save the government 
money, students money and colleges 
and universities time and money. 

"This direct lending program is far 
less expensive to run than the alterna- 
tive," Clinton said in March ata 
White House press conference with 
college reporters. 

The Clinton administration had 
proposed saving $5.2 billion in 
outlays through the year 2000 by fully 
implementing the direct lending to 80 
percent of new loan volume in aca- 
demic year 1996-97 and to 100 
percent of new loan volume in the 
academic year 1997-98. The law 
creating the program calls for it to

In an attempt to save historical 
documents from crumbling to 
dust, Cornell and the University 
of Michigan are converting 5,000 
volumes of 19th-century pam- 
phiets, periodicals, speeches, let- 
ters and memoirs into digital files 
in cyberspace. 

On the Internet's World Wide 
Web, librarians and faculty at the 
schools want to preserve the documents, 
as well as make them available to more 
students and scholars. 


Teaching the wrong lesson 


Today, more newly trained teachers are 
choosing to teach in small towns and sub- 
urbs rather than in urban schools, where 
such teachers are needed. 

The shortage of trained 
teachers in schools may be 
the greatest source of edu- 
cational inequity for poor and 
minority urban students. 

As aresult of this shortage, 
urban schools frequently hire 
people who may be college graduates but 
have no teacher training, meaning they are 
ineligible for state certification. While these 
teachers know their field well, they often 
don’t understand child development.

grow to at least 60 percent of 
new loan volume by 1998-99. 
Clinton also said the govern- 
ment has strengthened efforts 
to collect payments from 
students and graduates who 
have defaulted on their loans, 
adding that the federal 
government has reduced loan 
defaults to $1 billion last 
year, down from $2.8 billion 
before he took office. 

Istook, however, says 
private banks and lending 
agencies were doing a better 
job of cracking down on 
default rates before the direct 
loan program took effect. And 
despite Clinton's insistence 
that the program won't force a 
hiring binge in the Depart- 
ment of Education, Istook 
says direct loans will force 
the creation of a 500 person 
bureaucracy. Clinton claims 
that his direct lending scheme 
saves money, but common 
sense tells you that's non- 
sense, Istook says. 

Many financial aid adminis- 
trators, however, say Istook is 
the one talking nonsense, not 
Clinton. 

"Anytime you cut down on 
paperwork and middlemen, 
you save money," says Ken- 
neth Covington, director of 
financial aid at the University 
of Dallas. "This program has 
success written all over it. 
The students and the adminis- 
tration are really behind it." 

Many Republicans argue, 
however, that the greatest evil

"The banks are guaranteed 
of getting their money back, 
so it's a no-lose situation for 
them,” Clinton said. "In the 
direct student loan program, 
we don't have guarantees to 
banks, we just make the loans 
directly," said Clinton. 

That has actually reduced 
the deficit and reduced the 
cost of college loans. Cur- 
rently, the federal government 
provides reinsurance for loans 
made by private lenders that 
are guaranteed by state or 
non-profit agencies. Money 
for the loans is raised by the 
U.S. Treasury Department 
through the sale of govern- 
ment securities. If banks 
aren't successful at securing 
repayment for individual 
loans, they are reimbursed 
from the federal government. 
Daniel Cheever, chairman of 
the Coalition for Student 
Loan Reform, a group made 
up of representatives from 
guarantee agencies and 
lenders, says Clinton's direct 
loan plan was put in place 
before being adequately 
tested. 

"The private-public partner- 
ship was working well for 
both parties," said Cheever.

Court takes blankets 
from homeless 


n April 24 the California Supreme Court upheld 
a Santa Ana homeless ordinance, which will 
prosecute anyone for using a sleeping bag on 
public property. 

The court held that Santa Ana's 1992 ordinance does not 
violate the constitutional rights of the homeless. According to 
the ordinance, if a person is caught using a sleeping bag or 
using blankets to store personal effects on public sidewalks, 
they could face up to six months in jail. 

What is a homeless person in Santa Ana to do? Stay at a 
shelter? That's laughable. Anyone who is remotely aware of 
the problem knows there aren't enough shelters. According to 
homeless advocates, Santa Ana only has 322 beds for about 
3,000 homeless. Orange County has just 975 beds for 15,000. 

Advocates for the ordinance say it will give the city leverage 
to deal with the homeless problem. 

This also is laughable. The ordinance will not help solve the 
homeless problem. It will get those people who are considered 
eyeshores temporarily out of view but it won't provide them

with a place to live or the means to get off the streets. 


The ordinance will provide one more obstacle in a life filled 
with obstacles for the homeless. They already have to face the 
challenge of finding food to eat, somewhere to bathe (if they 
are lucky) and a safe-place to sleep at night.
